ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 7.—The requisition 
of Gov. Dockery of Missouri upon Gov. 
Odell for the extradition to that state of 
‘William Ziegler of New York City, upon 
ah indictment in Cole County, Mo., on the 
charge of furnishing funds for the bribery 
of Missouri legislators in connection with 
the baking powder legisiation, was the sub- 
ject of a hearing before: the governor to- 
day.

James E. Mayberry of 2919 Olive street, 
an art student, has been relieved of a hard 
wood splintér which had been lodged in 
the ball of his left eye for 15 years. Neith- 
er the young man nor his parents knew the 
splinter in his eye. 

Young Mayberry suffered intense pain 
during the past two weeks. Glasses gave 
him no relief. An oculist to whom the 
case was given was told of an accident 
which befel the sufferer when he was a 
child 6 years old. 

Without explaining his purpose the ocu- 
list began a treatment with a lotion, which 
he drepped into the eye and administered 
to the surface of the ball. This drew the 
splinter to the surface. The pain only in- 
ervased. During the night, when“the young 
man declared he could no longer stand the 
agony, a member of his family investigated 
and saw the end of the splinter protruding 
from the eyebull. It was easily pulled out. 
The young man then rested in sleep, the 
first he had had in many days. 

While living six miles from Stuttgart, 
Ark., with his parents, the Mayberry boy 
was chopping wood with an ax. The cross- 
grained handle broke and the end of it 
flew into the air, falling, sharp point down- 
ward. The point struck the boy in the eye. 


He bled profusely and suffered greatly. 
Four hours passed before he could be at- 
tended by a physician. The blood clots 
made it imp« Bae for the real nature of 
the wound to seen Two stitches were 
taken in the eyeball and the membrane 
healed perfectly within a short time. The 
pain ceased and the accident was thought 
no more of. 

As’ the boy grew he did not suffer any 
ill results from Lis injury.and the eye was 
so perfect that he was able to pass the 
examination for service in the volunteer 
army .during the Spanish-American war. 
Since the removal of the splinter the eye 
has been as well as’ever\and no further 
trouble is anticipated. 

The splinter is one-fourth of an inch long 
and about the diameter of a a pin.

Others who are sought by the police are 
Joseph Berri, Angelo Speca and John 
Calctarra. Chas. Oludonia, a saloon keeper 
known as ‘“‘Charlie,’’ is supposed to know 
the names of the men in the party who 
assaulted Fahle and Waish, will. also be 
questioned by the police. 

The police believe that Mrs. Meadows 
and Mrs. Miller have told the truth as far 
as they have told anything. But they be- 
lieve the women know more than they 
have told. 

“Frenchie” does not speak English, and 
if anything has been learned from him 
through an interpreter, the police are 
guavding it as a secret. 

Walsh tells only of what happened be- 
tween the time that the two women ap- 
pealed to Fahle and himself for help, and 
the time of his own flight in obedience to 
a warning from Fahle to “run.” 

Walsh says he fought as long as he could, 
but as there were ten men in the attack- 
ing party, and as three or four of them 
were fighting him while the others at- 
taeked. Fahle, he could do little.

Whenever either corporation, 
labor union, or individual disregards the 
law or acts in a spirit of arbitrary and 
tyrannous interference with the rights 
of others, whether corporations or individ- 
uals, then where the federal government 
has jurisdiction, it will see to it that the 
misconduct is stopped, paying not the 
slightest heed to the position or power of 
the corporation, the union or the individua|, 
but only to one vital fact—that is, the 
question whether or not the conduct of the 
individual or aggregate of individuals is in 
accorvance with ‘he law of the Every 
man must be guaranteed his liberty and 
his right to do as he likes with his proper- 
ty or his labor, so long as he does not 
infringe the rights of others. No man 
is above the law and no man is below it; 
nor do we ask any man's permission when 
we require him to obey it.

IV. 
Need of Treaties Making Bribery an 
Extraditable Offense 


Steps have been taken by the state de- 
partment looking to the making of bribery 
an extraditable offense with foreign pow- 
ergs. The need of more effective treties cov- 
ering this crime is manifest. The expos- 
ures and prosecutions 
of official corruption 
in St. Louis, Mo., and 
other cities and 


states have resulted 
a number of givers: and takers of bribes 
becuming fugitives in foreign lands. Brib- 
ery has not been included in extradition 
treaties heretofore, as the necessity for 
it hag not arisen. While there may have 
been as much official corruption in former 
years, there has been more developed and 
brought to light in the immediate past 
than in the preceding century of our coun- 
try’s history. It shouid be the, policy of 
the United States to 
earth where a corrupt man fleeing from 
this country can rest in peace. There is 
no reason why bribery should not be in- 
cluded in all treaties as extraditable. The 
recent amended treaty with Mexico, where- 
by crime was put in the list of ex- 
traditable offenses, has established a sal- 
utary precedent In this regard. Under this 
treaty the state department has asked, and 
Mexico has granted, the extradition of one 
of the 8t. Louis bribe givers. 

There can be no crime more serious than 
bridéry. Other oftenses violate one law, 
while corruption strikes at the foundation 
of all law. Under our form of government 
all authority is vested in the people and 
by them delegated to those who represent 
them in official capacity. There can be no 
offense heavier than that of him in whom 
such a sacred trust has been reposed, who 
sells it for his own gain and enrichment: 
and no less heavy is the ofense of the bribe

VIENNA, Dec. 7.—Prince Otto of Wind- 

isch-Graetz, his youthful and immensely 
wealthy wife, the Princess Elizabeth Marie, 
whom he married only a year ago, and a 
pretty actress of the opera at Prague are 
the central figures in an extraordinary 
scandal that is at this moment rending 
half a dozen European courts. 

The princess—who is the granddaughter 
on her father’s side of the Emperor of 
Austria, and on her mother’s side of the 
King of the Belgians, only 20 years old, a 
royal personage who renounced her rights 
to the throne of Austria in order to marry 
ae her heart dictated—has had a narrow 
escape from the stigma of 2 murderess, for 
she did nothing less than shoot and serious- 
ly wound the actress with whom the prince 
was having a rendezvous, 

The remarkable affair took place in the 
palace of the estate of the prince’s family 
at Prague. The news of it has just reached 
here, where it stirred the court and society 
generally in Austria-Hungary, and the 
smaller states of the dual monarchy. It 
‘was an especially startling piece of infor- 
mation at Brussels, the court of thé King 
of the Belgians. 

It appears that Prince Otto had been 
secretly paving as*iduove attention to the 
actrees, a slender, beontiful girl, at whose 
feet were half the gilded vouth of Prague. 

The rrincess was blissfully ienorant of 
the intriene until on a certain nicht she 
was informed, presumably through some 
disappointed suitor of the actress, that the 
prince was then entertaining in hts apart- 
ment in the palace the lovely rival. 
Grasping a revolver, presented to her by 
her recreant husband for nrotection at an 
hour of possible peril, the princess crept 
along the corridors until she reached the 
door of the antechamber of the prince’s 
epartments.

In Order to Secure a Conviction the 
Prosecuting Authorities Must 
Prove Three Distinct Charges 
Against Blair 


Im order to secure a conviction in the 
Biair case the state must prove: 

1. That the statute of limitations does 
not apply to the crime of forgery in the 


first degrec. ' 

2. That the crime of forgery, as 
charged in the Blair indictment, has 
been committed. 

&. That Biair committed the 
forgery. 

The prosecution admits that it is not in 
possession of the deeds Biuir ts alleged 
to have forged, which would be the 
strongest proof of the commission of the 
crime and also of the identity of the per- 
petrator. ' pre te 

A prominent attorney, discussing the 
case for the Post-Dispatch from the stand- 
point of the state is authority for the state- 
ment that men have been convicted of forg- 
ery without the introduction of the forged 
instruments. No such case is on record in 
Missouri, but Illinois, Ohio, Massachusetts 
and New York furnish precedents. 

“Although not in possession of the deeds,” 
said this attorney, ‘‘the state is in a posi- 
tion to introduce much evidence concern~ 
ing them which will tend to prove that the 
crime of forgery was committed. 

“In this category will come testimony re- 
garding the examination of papers in the 
Blow estate, which Edward 8. Robert, co- 
trustee with Blair, is known to have made 
a short time before the disclosures. 

“This testimony will show that the orig- 
inal and legal deeds to the property de- 
scribed in the alleged forged instruments 
were found in the possession of their right- 
ful owners. Upon comparison it was found 
that the alleged forgeries were careful 
copies of the originals.

be Blair’s statement to Robert, when con- 
fronted with the deeds, that they were 
forged. The fact that Blair in this state- 
ment did not say he forged the deeds will 
make the statement admissible as proof of 
the crime. I am assuming that this admis- 
sion was made by Blair, as is generally up- 
derstood. 

“Is is to be expected that several persons 
will be able to tell about Robert’s investi- 
gition of the alleged forgeries and of his 
talk with Riair just before the exposures, 
as it is not Iikely that all this took place 
without the presence of witnesses. 

“Any correspondence regarding the al- 
leged forged instruments between Blair and 
the Blow heirs.or other persons will be 
admissible, and will prove important eyvi- 
dence of the eommission of the forgeries. 

“So much for proof cf the commission of 
the crime. 

“Now so far as I know, the _ state has 
no direct evidence connecting Blair with 
the forgeries. It must rely on cirzumstan- 
tial evidente et this point. The well-known 
principle of common law that circumstan- 
tial evidence is stronger than direct testi- 
mony must be borne in mind in this con- 
nection. Men have been convicted and 
hanged on circumstatial evidence. 

“Absence of the alleged forged instru- 
ments will eliminate testimony regarding 
the handwriting, including the perplexing 
wrangles of experts. The only testimony 
along this line will possibly be that of per- 
sons who saw the alleged forgeries and 
may be able te swear as to handwriting. 
This, however, is dowbdtful. 

“Strong circumstantial evidence may be 
had in the fact that Blair reimbursed the 
Blow estate. Testimony on this point will 
be admissible. It will be a link in support- 
ing the contention that Blair profited by 
the crimes. 

“The stories Blair told regarding the 
deeds will alsé be admissible, including the 
statement that his course been taken 
to shield another. 


BLAIR’S PROFITS IN EVIDENCE 
“The records of the Blow estate offered 
in court will prove the negotiations of the 
loans for which the alleged forged deeds 
were given as security. They should show 
that Bleir as agent transacted the busi- 
ness and profited, at least as an agent. 
“Further evidence will be available re- 
garding the fictitious character of the al- 
leged makers of the deeds, at least 80 far 
as those particular transactions were ton-

ly, ‘Will a jury believe Blair an innocent

“This, as I see it, is the state’s case, as- 
suming that the Supreme Court decides 
the statute of limitations is not operative. 
That point is admitted to be debatable as 
there is no precedent in the state and the 
Statutes are confusing.’’ 


BLAIR’S STRENGTH 
IS IN WEAKNESS 
OF STATE'S CASE 


Attorneys who analyze the Blair case 
from the standpoint of the defense profess 
to find Blatr’s greatest strength in the 
weakness’ of the state’s case. They say 
that if Blair’s counsel will hammer these 
weak points as they appear from day to 
day, they may be able to keep the case 
from going to the jury. 

Three St. Louis attorneys of long ex- 
pertence in criminal practice told the Post- 
Dispatch that they believed the conviction 
of Blair for forgery in the first degree 
would be impossible without the use of 
the alleged forged deeds. 

The attorneys agree that the absence of 
the deeds is a greater barrier to convic- 
tion than the statute of limitations, whose 
application to forgery in the first degree 
is questioned. The explanations of the 
first, in which the others concur in almost 
every details is: 

“To prove Blair guilty of forgery the 
State must prove that he actually commit- 
ted the deed of the pen and that he did it 
knowingly, with intent. to defraud. - 

“The easiest way, of course, to prove for- 
gery is by the introduction of one or more 
witnesses who saw the accused sign the 
deeds. This, however, is virtually beyond 
the range of possibility in the Blair case. 

“The way most frequently used and that 
Which proves most effective in forgery 
cases is to introduce the alleged forged pa- 
pers and by testimony regarding the hand- 
writing to prove the forgery. 


HOW PROVE SIGNATURE? 


“In Blair's case this is impossible be- 
cause the state has not the papers. The 
best it can do is to Introduce a witness who 
at some time saw the papers and secure his 
testimony, from memory that te signatures 
were in Blair's hand. ; 

“Obviousiy ihis is difficult: The state 
has witnesses who saw the deeds, of course. 
but probably none is expert in handwriting 
and each would hesitate before swear- 
ing from memory that the writing was 
Blair's. 


“Regarding the fictitious character of 
the persons purporting to have drawn the 
deeds, the state has another difficult prob- 
lem. Who can swear that they are ficti- 
tious? If they are not finally determined to 
be so, then the state is confronted with the 
proposition of producing them in court te 
testify regarding their alleged signatures.

“Of course the state may be able to in- 
troduce records to prove that the property 
described in the deeds did not belong to 
the purported makers of the deeds or that 
if it did thy knew nothing of the transac- 
tions in their names.

rove that Blair. forged the deeds. 

here is no. evi ce to show that 
he did not secure the deeds thinking him- 
self that they were bonafide. 

‘““Many of these points may seem small. 
The state may introduce evidence whic? 
will make it plain to the average mind 
that Blair is guilty. This evidence may be 
such as to make the presumption against 
Blair. But trial cours in Missouri allow no 
presumptions. They hold the prosecuting 
authorities closely to facts and considering 
only facts, there are many gaps in the 
Blair case. 

“Blairs alleged admissions cannot be 
used against him until the crime has been 
yroven without them. They will be of no 
service to the state whatever.”

Court Orders Amount of Deposit, 
With Legal Interest to Date, 
Paid by Bank 


Claim for Return of Money Is Based 
on Interpretation of Illinois 
Gambling Statute ‘ 


By a decision rendered by Judge Bur- 
roughs in the circuit court at Belleville 
Monday, J. F. Wassell of Belleville, an em- 
ploye of the government printing office at 
Washington, takes his place among men of 
fame as the omly man who got back from 
the Arnold get-rich-quick concern since its 
failure the full amount of the money put 
in, with interest. 

The amount involved is $1300, and Judge 
Burroughs decrees that the entire sum, 
“with legal rate of interest to date,” be 
paid to Wassell by the Belleville bank 
which holds it. 

Wassell was an investor in the Arnold 
company for some time before the collapse 
and was drawing $10 a week “dividends.” 
A few days before the exposure and fail- 
ure Wassell decided to invest $1300 more. 


He gave a certified check for that 
amount, drawn on the First National Bank 
of Belleville, to J. EdWard Thomas of At- 
lanta, an agent for the Arnold company. 
When the collapse came, the check had not 
been paid, and Wassel] had Attorney Gus- 
tavus Baer stop payment on it. 

Thomas sued to collect the amount of 
the check, alleging that he had sent Ar- 
rold his personal check, ‘less his «ommis- 
sion as agent, and that Wassel]'s check 
had thus become his pareonel property. 

Judge Burroughs held that as, under the 
laws of Illinois, Arnold's concern was a 
gambling concern, Thomas, as its agent, 
was liable for the firm’s wrongful acts, and 
had no recourse in Jlilinois by reason of 
the laws of the District of Columbia, 
which the payment by check was made. 
In commenting on this feature of the case, 
Judge Burroughs said: 

“Public policy outweighs the -comity of 
one state toward another.”’

In the year 1897 one 
Richard Harding ‘Davis gave us a book,

He was here last year 
in the plece, and returned again Sunday 
night, when he opened to a good house at 
the Century Theater. 

Mr. Edeson is in many respects a pleas- 
ing and excellent actor, and there are some 
good things in his play. But he is up 
against it. The Robert Clay Mr. Davis cre- 
ated for us in ‘Soldiers of Fortune’ was 
the original strenuous man, and he whet- 
ted the American appetife for that sort of 
character. He was a popular idol—a typifi- 


eation of everything admirable in Amert- 
can life. And he would be all that today 
had it not been for Theodore Roosevelt. 
Roosevelt outdid Robert Clay. Imaginative 
as he is, Mr. Davis did not anticipate the 
strenuous one who is at this moment Pres- 
ident of the United States.
